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City council candidates respond to 
issues facing Virginia Beach voters

The Virginia Beach Sun recen- 
tly asked Virginia Beach City 
Council candidates the following 
seven questions: 

i^Do you think the City of 
Virginia Beach should have more 
or less business growth? 

i^How do you think the city 
should deal with its shoreline 
erosion problem? 

t^What acts should the city 
take to solve its troublesome 
water problem? 

t-'How would you further 
enhance community unity in 
Virginia Beach? 

..^How would you alleviate the 
city's nagging road problems? 

•.^How would you help curtail 
crime in Virginia Beach? 

i^What do you think is the 
most important issue facing the 

John A. Banm, Blackwater 
Borough incumbent, believes Vir- 
ginia Beach should have more 
business growth to increase the 
business tax rate; so the city 
won't have to. rely too much on 
the residential taxes. 

In regards to the city's erosion 
problem, Baum said, that council 
can justify to the Corp of 
Engineers the need to replinish 
sand at the oceanfront because it 
has been cost-effective by 
bringing in a lot more tax revenue 
from the state. 

"We have to continue to pur- 
sue the Lake Gaston Pipeline 
project, because all other alter- 
natives to our water problem are 
very expensive and not as 
viable," said Baum. "We need 
the help of the citizens to support 
the project and encourage the 
state legislators to participate in 
supporting Lake Gaston." 

Concerning ^community unity 
in the city, Baum said "we need 
to minimize the polarization bet- 
ween business and neighborhood 
groups and balance the two 
groups." He said the city can't 
afford to have an "anti-business 
attitude," and that the business 
community s)iould be more sen- 
sitive and compromising to 
neighborhoods needs. 

Baum is in favor of the present 
road construction plans made by 
council, and says, "they are 
doing a pretty good job catching- 
up on the problems now." 
Gradually the city will provide its 
commuters with alternative 
routes, such as the Southeastern 
Expressway, Baum added. 

According to Baum, "we all 
need to be involved trying to 
assist the authorities in their fight 
against crime." He believes that 
public awareness, more neigh- 
borhood crime watch programs, 
the crime line, and maintaining 
the city's police force are some 
ways to curtail the city's crime. 

The most important issue in 
Baum's opinion, is the lack of 
team work and cooperation bet- 
ween all sMtors in our society. 
"The realization that we need a 
better and more positive working 
attitude, more public awareness, 
more balance growth,, and the 
reduction of polarization to solve 
our common problems," Baum 
said. 

Arthnr "Art" Beatty. a retired 
Navy warrant officer who is 
seeking the Blackwater seat sup- 
pOTts more business growth for 
Virginia Beach because it will br- 
oaden the industrial tax base and

lessen the residential tax. He said 
new industry brought in should 
provide more jobs for the 
Virginia Beach community. 

"We have to play catch-up in 
the knowledge-intensive in- 
dustry," Beatty said. 

In regards to the city's erosion 
problem, Beatty said, "there's no 
easy answer." He said a joint ef- 
fort and partnership between 
private, city, state and federal 
agencies must be formed in order 
to find a solution to "this very 
real problem . . . Water is a 
key to future successful and 
smart knowledge — intended 
industry and slow planned 
growth," Beatty explained. 

Beatty believes city council 
should do everything in its power 
to assure the completion of the 
Lake Gaston Pipeline project 
which is still in litigation. He also 
believes that Lake Gaston will 
"come on line before our con- 
tract with Norfolk runs out." 

"People in Virginia Beach 
have different needs, and we 
should work together to accom- 
plish their needs," said Beatty. 

A partnership between the 
citizens and the city government 
should be made to enhance com- 
munity unity; resulting in effec- 
tive communication, he said. He 
said that many workable areas 
can be fostered between private 
and public sectors. Beatty said he 
has a vision where representatives 
from city council will meet with 
representatives of the private sec- 
tor — business community, city 
employees, fire and police, civic 
Ifcagues, and citizens to determine 
the problems and discuss the 
possible solutions. 

"We've got to develop and 
provide our citizens with 
recreation facilities to hold these 
meetings that will ensure effective 
communication," said Beatty. 

In regards to the city's road 
problems, Beatty said the main 
problem is the long delays of the 
state's approvals on the road 
projects. "Once a road is planned 
it takes about five years for its 
construction to be finalized," 
said Beatty. "We need the roads 
constructed now, not in five 
years." Beatty said lobbying the 
state legislators, talking and 
pushing them for their approvals 
would help the situation. 

As a former auxiUary poUce 
officer, Beatty is in favor of bet- 
ter pay and wages for police of- 
ficers; and believes that more 
poUce officers on the streets of 
the city would help curtail crime. 

"We definitely need more 
police patrol in all sections of our 
city, especially during the tourist 
season; but untilthe city pays the 
policeman a fair wage, we're 
going to have problems recruiting 
quality officers," said Beatty. 

Beatty said the biggest issue 
facing Virginia Beach is its water 
problem because it affects all the 
other major issues — diver- 
sification of the city's tax base 
and the need for slow, smart and 
planned growth that will blend in 
with Virginia Beach's existing 
neighborhoods. "It is a circle ef- 
fect with our growth depending on 
our water system, ' ' Beatty added. 

Sheldon L. Comer, At-Large, 
a retired Navy Captain, said that 
there is no question that the city 
^ould focus a lot of attention in- 
to light industry growth lu ex- 
pand the city's tax base. He opts 
for the goal of 30 percent 
business tax ^nd 70 percent 
residential tax, instead of the 



present 20 percent business and 
80 percent residential. 

"The city has been wrestling 
with^ the erosion problem for 
years trying to find a solution," 
said Corner. Corner said one 
possible solution would be the 
building of an offshore reef; as 
expensive as it might be. Comer 
said that in the long run it might 
save the city money. He added 
that any possible solutions by the 
Army Corp of Engineers should 
be of a asethetic nature. 

"The only feasible solution to 
the water problem is the Lake 
Gaston pipeline," said Corner. 
He stated that alternatives, such 
as a desalination plant, would not 
be feasible at this time because of 
problems relating to the large 
quantities of salt that would be 
discharged, and thermal 
pollution. 

A- primary way to unify 
Virginia Beach, according to 
Corner, is to make the residents 
feel that the beach is thpirs, and 
that they are truly part of the 
largest resort city on the eastern 
shore. One way of achieving this 
goal for community unity would 
be to "make the beach cleaner, 
safer, more comfortable and 
convenient and more beautiful; 
but to do it such a way not to 
conflict with the tourists, because 
tourism is such an important in- 
dustry for us." He also said that 
more beach should be available 
for public use. 

"As frustrating as it might be, 
the road improvements and con- 
struction execution depends on 
how much money is being used 
for the projects and how long it 
takes for Richmond to make their 
approvals," said Corner. "City 
council must accelerate the 
plans." 

Corner is in favor of the South- 
eastern Expressway calling it a 
"wise move." He said it will 
form "part of the framework fpr 
the future of well-managed 
growth for Virginia Beach." 

Corner said one of the most 
serious problems in the nation 
and Virginia Beach is drugs. 
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Eighty percent of all crime is 
related to the drug business; 
therefore the creation of a police 
task force to combat drugs would 
help curtail crime and promote a 
drug-free Virginia Beach, he said. 

"We must rely on our police 
force and pay them enough that 
they know the community respec- 
ts and values their service," said 
Corner. 

According to Corner, water is 
the "issue of paramount impor- 
tance," but great attention must 
be focused on the breakdown of 
thj^jtamily structure. The city 
^mist serve as a surrogate family 
for its citizens, and provide what 
is necessary for youngsters to 
grow up healthy — through use 
of our school system and day care 
centers, he said. 

Gcorgette-Constant-Davis, At- 
Large, said that the city needs to 
increase its business growth in 
order to increase its commercial 
and industrial tax base. 

"It must be understood that 
sand replinishment is a tem- 
porary solution to our beach 
erosion problem," said Con- 
stant-Davis. "It is economically 
feasible at the resort strip, but the 
city should not practice sand 
replinishment for private 
beaches." She added that there 
should be full disclosure of 
erosion rates when shoreline land 
is transferred or developed. And 
that "good decisions made by 
our Wetlands Board should be 
upheld by the city in court when 
these decisions are reversed by 
the Virginia Marine Resources 
* Commission."

Licensed manager must 
be in all restaurants

After May 1. 198? all 
restaurants in Virginia Beach will 
be required to have a person 
holding a valid food service 
manager's certificate in charge of 
its food handling operating. 

City council Monday adopted 
the food handler's certification 
ordinance unanimously with little 
discussion. 

The ordinance is an outgrowth 
of the recent hepatitis outbreak in 
the city when one food handler 
spread the illness to over 50 per- 
sons. 

Food manager certification. 



under the ordinance is required 
for any place where food is 
prepared or provided and inten- 
ded for individual portion service 
whether intended for on or off 
premises or whether or not there 
is a charge for food. 

The requirement applies also to 
retail food stores, mobile food 
units and pushcarts. 

The requirement does not in- 
clude private homes or the 
location of food-vending 
machines and supply vehicles. 

Exempted are food service 
establishments that serve, sell or 
distribute only prepackaged

Police patrohnen in the 2nd Precinct recently 
have stated that the police department is requiring 
them to meet minimum quotas in issuing tickets for 
traffic violations. 

Police Chief Charles R. Wall said that there is no 
existing quota system for summonses, but the 
department must have some way of checking what 
their officers are<!okig. 

Captain Clyde Hathaway, who took command 
of the 2nd Precinct in March, thinks his officers are 
not writing enough traffic citations and that this 
situation must be rectified.

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Flash flooding remains a threat 



Flash flooding remains this 
country's number one weather- 
related disaster threat. The threat 
also effects Virginia Beach. Of 
the 23 presidential disaster 
declarations in 1987, over half 
were flood related. 

While flash floods are more 
frequent during spring, they can 
happen at anytime, anywhere in 
the state, acxording to a Virginia 
Department of Emergency Ser- 
vices press release. Flash flooding 
often occurs in mountainous 
areas when heavy rainstorms 
cause small streams to swell to 
violent rushes of water, it stated. 
In urban areas, where the flood 
plain has been covered with 
buildings, roads and parking lots, 
torrential rains can result in flash 
flooding because the water can- 
not be absorbed into the ground. 

Many flash flood deaths are 
caused because warning are not 
heeded, according to the release. 



The belief that "it can't happen 
to me" or "there's always time to 
wait it out" are common in many 
natural disasters, and flash 
floods are no exception. The 
National Weather Service issues 
flash flood watches and warnings 
when there is a threat of heavy 
rains or snow melts, it stated. A 
flash flood watch is issued to 
alert people that weather con- 
ditions are favorable for flash 
flooding. This means flooding 
may occur and people should be 
prepared to take emergency ac- 
tion. A warning is issued when 
flash flooding is occurring or 
imminent. Reaction time may be 
limited to just a few minutes, ac- 
cording to the release. 

People often ignore flash flood 
warnings because they cannot ac- 
tually see the flood waters, it 
stated. They look outside, see no 
immediate danger, and do not 
feel threatened. However, the 



danger may be developing up- 
stream, out of si^t, it stated. 

Another widely held belief is 
"there's no place like home," ac- 
cording to the release. If "home" 
is on very high ground and has 
never been flooded, that may be 
true-but not necessarily. A per- 
sonal knowledge of local history 
can be important in a situation 
such as this. Flood warnings are 
often issued by level of severity: 
minor, moderate, severe and 
record crest, it stated. Past ex- 
perience with local waterways can 
provide people with a rule of 
thumb on how vulnerable they 
are to flooding. If minor flooding 
has damaged a person's property 
in the past, evacuation may be 
the safest action in cases of severe 
or record crest warnings, accor- 
ding to the press release. 

To be preparwl for evacuation, 
people should be familiar with a

If children 
are involved, they have to take 
on the role of both mother and 
father, which is not always the 
easiest thing in the world to do. 

The wives have to set the 
rules and apply discipline in all 
family matters. They also are 
the ones left to maintain the 
household, which includes food 
shopping, cleaning, doing the 
wash, cooking and paying the 
bills. 

Beside these responsibilities,

many wives hold important and 
professional jobs, which take 
up most of their time and 
energy. And at the same time 
the wives are accomplishing 
their many duties they have to 
handle their separation woes 
and emotions. 

In essence, the reality of a six 
month deployment can become 
very everbearing and dishear- 
tening. I truly believe the 
toughest job in the United 
States Navy is the role of the 
Navy wife. And I want to com- 
mend all the wives on their per- 
serverance and achievements. 

I realize that the husbands 
experience the same heartache 
and depression from the 
separation also, but I feel they 
have some positive factors in 
their favor. 

The fact that they are con- 
stantly surrounded by their co- 
workers and friends on the ship 
can only help the lonliness they 
feel. 

When my husbanrf, an of- 
ficer aboard the USS Guam, 
goes underway my house sud- 
denly seems very big and em- 
pty. I'm the one who comes 
home each day to find no one 
there. Since I have no children, 
I become very tired of my own 
company. There are just so 
many hobbies and things 
around the house to do that can 
occupy my time. Soon those 
things become boring and 
tiresome. I'm surprised that I 
didn't take up the habit of 
talking to myself. My job and 
work become my salvation 
when my husband is away. 

The loneliness factor, 
especially if you are a new 
resident of Virginia Beach, can 
really become a serious 
problem. Navy wives must 
really make extreme efforts to 
get out and socialize with frien- 
ds and co-workers. After all, 
their sanity is on the line. 

My husband went on his six 
month deployment when we 
were engaged, and luckily I was 
still living at home with my 
family. I was fortunate to have 
my job and my family and 
friends to rely on. Great sup- 
port, love and encouragemoit 
from my loved ones really 
helped me to survive those long 
months of separation. All the 
planning and preparation for 
my wedding kept me very busy 
and gave me something to look 
forward to, besides his 
homecoming. 

1 don't think 1 would have 
handled the deployment as wdl 
as 1 did if it occured after we 
were married. My home town is 
Long Island, New York, which 
is not exactly around the comer 
from Virginia Beach; therefore 
I wouldn't have had the oppor- 
tunity to go home a* much as I

Do you know that your 
Virginia Beach professional fire- 
fighters must complete a four- 
week course on First Aid before 
they graduate from rookie 
school? 

After successfully passing the 
course, they become certified 
Emergency Medical Technicians 
and every three years they must 
recertify in order to stay on active 
fire duty. 

Do you know that the Virginia 
Beach Fire Department has a 



fully paid staff of firefighters 
assigned to every fire station in 
the city? Only a handfull of 
qualified auxiliary volunteer fire- 
fighters are still around. This is 
due to the mandatory training 
requirements placed on these in- 
dividuals to protect themselves, 
other firefighters and the public. 
Also the increase in alarms have 
brought forth the fully paid staff 
to our city. 

The City of Virginia Beach is 
still being protected by an all 
volunteer rescue squad. During 
1987 there were 21,000 calls for 
an ambulance. Your Virginia 
Beach firefighters responded to 
assist to many of those calls when 
an ambulance was not available. 
The firefighters arrived on the 
scene and provided care until an 
ambulance did arrive. They book 
blood pressures, performed CPR 



and stop bleeding on many cases. 

The firefighters responded in 
their large pumpers or ladder 
trucks and relayed any infor- 
mation to the responding am- 
bulance. Thier total responses in 
1987 was over 5,100. 

If you call for an ambulance 
and a fire truck arrives,medical 
care is still being provided. When 
you hear the sirens, flag down the 
firefighters or at night, flash your 
porch light on and off to assist 
them in locating your address. 

So, if a fire truck pulls up in 
front of your home and you 
requei^ed an ambulance, tell the 
firefighters what happened and 
show them to the person needing 
medical assistance. If you need 
an ambulance, dial 911 and help 
will arrive shortly. Test your 
smoke detectors and think fire 
safety.

The location and design bf im- 
provements to Dam Neck Road 
between General Booth 
Boulevard and the Dam Neck 
Naval facility in Virginia Beach 
were recently approved by the 
Virginia Department of Tran- 
sportation (VDOT). 

The plans call for widening the 
two-mile section of two-lane road 
to six lanes between General 
Booth Boulevard and Upton 
Road and four lanes the rest of 
the way. 

The road will include a raised 
grass median, curbs, gutters, a 
sidewalk on the north side and a 
bike path on the south side, ac- 
cording to a VDOT press release. 

In response to comments from 
citizens at a public hearing in 
February, the plans were 
modified to include left-turn 
lanes for safer U-turns and 
crossovers. 

Current traffic of 19,000 
vehicles per day is expected to in- 
crease to 36,600 by the year 2010, 
the release stated. 

Traffic signals will be modified 
at General Booth Boulevard and 
Upton Road with provisions for a 
traffic signal in the future at Bold 
Ruler Drive. Street lights also will 
be included. 

Construction on the $5.8 
million project is expected to 
begin early next year, the release 
added.

parental support, and the 
educational needs of the next 
generation have occured. 

I'll concentrate on the changed 
educational needs, but first let's 
look at a few other factors in a 
cursory manner. 

Mrs. Henley's classes were 
probably rather homogeneous in 
nature compared to today's 
classes. Mainstreaming, in- 
tegration/immigration, divorce, 
and the great economic 
disparities present in today's 
large schools were not factors. 
Hearing impaired, visually han- 
dicapped, learning disabled, and 
emotionally disturbed students 
either were hidden away in 
special classes, simply stayed 
home, or shunned formal 
education and were in- 
stitutionalized. We are glad to 
have these students in the 
educational mainstream, but they 
are demanding of special atten- 
tion. 

Racial integration and im- 
migration mix students of varied 
social and language back- 
grounds. It is not uncommon to 
have students with little or no 
knowledge of English in our 
classes today. The community is 
global in nature — I doubt that 
Mrs. Henley faced the challenge 
of the children who speak only 
Vietnamese or Chinese. 

June and Ward were still 
together when Beaver went to 
Creeds. National Education 
Association research shows us 
that 60 percent of today's three 
year olds will live in a single-parent 
home before they are eighteen. 
The children of single-parent 
homes need greater individual at- 
tention in school. 

Disciplinary tools available to 
educators are much more limited 
today — in the 1950's a student 
who hit a teacher or did 
something "really bad" was sim- 
ply put out of school. Corporal 
punishment was an option. 
Things have certainly changed 
for the better in many respects, 
but' today's teacher faces 
problems that the teacher pf the 
1950sjust did not face. 

The mission of our schools is 
far different than it was in the 
1950s because the education

needed by today's students is 
much different from the 
education needed by the students 
of the fifties. (In fact, 1 assert 
that thceducation offered in the 
fifties did not adequately prepare 
the students for the challenges 
before them. This is one reason 
why we are a nation with a 
declining standard of living.) 

Two recent reports offer in- 
sight into the educational needs 
of the next generation — "The 
Case For Manufacturing in 
America's Future," com- 
missioned by Colby H. Chandler, 
the Chairman and chief executive 
officer of Eastman Kodak; and 
"Education and the Next 
Economy," by Robert B. Reich, 
a former Rhodes Scholar and 
current professor at Harvard's 
John F. Kennedy School of 
Government. 

Both reports reference that 
alledged shift from a production/ 
manufacturing economy to a ser- 
vice economy in our country. 
Both assert that the U.S. must 
successfully manufacture goods 
for the world market or face a 
continuing decline in our stan- 
dard of living. Chandler says that 
the decline in production Qf 
manufactured goods has turned 
our economy into a "house of 
cards" that demands that 
something be done lest it topple. 
Reich is less alarmist. 

He asserts, "A nation living 
beyond its means faces precisely 
the same choice as a person living 
in the same manner; either it may 
grow poorer, or it may improve 
its means of becoming more 
productive." 

Education is a major part of 
making the U.S. more produc- 
tive. The educational model of 
the 1950s was rather like the 
assembly lines it prepared our 
children for. 

Our plants produced mass 
quantities of similarly equipped 
products for mass consumption 
and our schools produced mass 
quantities of workers trained in 
the basics and prepared to be 
unquestioning, subservient, and 
obedient workers on the assembly 
lines and in the fields. Only five 
to twenty percertt of our students 
were prepared to be the decision 



makers, and we did a very good 
job of educating the chosen few. 

The Japanese outdid us by 
having a better educated work ; 
force and involving their workers : 
in production decisions. Having a ; 
superbly educated elite will not 
prepare the future generation for 
success, for as Reich asserts, ; 
"The old hierarchial i 

arrangement in which a relatively 
few well-trained individuals 
planned and maintained the 
production system from the top, 
and almost everyone else under- 
took cog jobs below, is not up to : 
the challenge. • 

The technologies upon which 
we must continuously improve, i 
and the tastes to which we mus t ; 
continuously respond, are ! 
changing so rapidly that no set of 
decision makers at the top can ; 
hope to keep up. Much of the ■ 
relevant information lies • 
below — among production ; 
workers, production engineers, ; 
sales people and others in direct ; 
contact with the suppliers, '■ 
production processes and . 
customers." j 

The skills urgently needed by j 
American workers are the ■ 
abilities to collaborate, to com- j 
municate effectively with all 
levels of the chain of command, > 
to adjust to rapidly changing ^ 
technoloigies and markets, and to f 
love to learn and have a^ 
predisposition to the, constant 
retraining which will be required . 

Student centered classrooms i 
and frequent opportunities for i 
small group interaction will ' 
prepare students for this : 
world — you can't do these 
things with 35 in a class . 

If we are to compete on the ■ 
world market and maintain our ] 
high standard of living, ^e must ; 
have workers who can outthink ; 
the competition — in the 1950s 
we only had to increase produc- 
tion of goods for domestic con- 
sumption. The challenges faced 
by the schools of the fifties and ; 
seventies are as different as , 
American Bandstand and MTV . 

Perhaps we should make ; 
decisions on class size based on : 
our best perception of what lies in j 
our children's future, not basejt 4 
on a look in the rear- view mirror. ! 
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Beach, Constant-Davis said she 
would "encourage ail diverse in- 
terests in the city to work towards 
a common goal of a better and 
more beautiful and productive 
city.*' She believes that business 
groups and industry should 
educate citizens and vice versa 
with a willingness to bring diverse 
interests together. 

In regards to the city's water 
problem, Constant-Davis said the 
aggressive pursuit of Lake 
Gaston and water conservation 
should be continued. 

"Making wise land-use 
decisions will allow our Capital 
Improvement program to catch- 
up on the backlog of roads, 
schools and public services," said 
Constant-Davis. 

She said that alternative finan- 
cing, such as impact fees to 



developers to pay for streets, is 
used successfully in other cities 
and that Virginia Beach should 
try it. Another factor she would 
support is effective mass tran- 
sportation for commuters. 

Constant-Davis is in favor of 
balancing the ratio between of- 
ficers and citizens, by increasing 
the number of officers. She also 
would increase the amount of 
neighborhood crime watch 
programs, which are "excellent 
and proven to work in our city." 

Virginia Beach's most impor- 
tant issue in Constant-Davis' 
opinion is, "the lack of identity 
and sense of community." The 
many diverse interest groups need 
to come together to work for the 
common good for all citizens, she 
added. 

"We need more business 
growth in order to offset taxes 
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for our residents," said Joshua 
Edwards, professor of Urban 
studies at Norfolk University, At- 
Large. "But, the growth should 
be controlled and the industry 
should be non-polluting." 

Edwards agrees with the city's 
hotel/motel association that a 
seawall (a 36-inch rise above the 
existing boardwalk) would be a 
solution for the city's erosion 
problem. And, the construction 
of bulkheads could be a solution 
for Sandbridge. 

Utilizing the ocean, the city's 
best resource, to build its own 
water reservoir would be the an- 
swer to the water problem, ac- 
cording to Edwards. He does 
support the Lake Gaston project, 
but said it needs a backup. 

To promote community unity 
in Virgnia Beach, Edwards said 
that people have to become in- 
volved and aware of the city and 
its problems. City council mem- 
bers should go out to the com- 
munity and meet with different 
civic and business groups and 
follow a regular agenda for these 
meetings. 

Edwards said that the city can- 
not continue building until it gets 
its roads in shape. "City council 
can set priorities 6n what roads 
will be improved; the main 
thoroughfares and roads that are 
traveled on most frequently must 
have the highest priority," he 
said. 

Since most crimes are drug- 
related, a joint effort with all 
Hampton Roads police depar- 
tments might help curtail drugs in 
the community, he said. The 
former Virginia Beach auxiliary 
police officer would also support 
the employment of more police 
officers. 

According to Edwards, the 
most important issue facing the 
city is its water problem. 

Robert E. Fentress, unop- 
posed, Virginia Beach Borough 
incumbent, said Virginia Beach 
needs more business growth to 
help balance our tax base. 

"Council and staff and thi 
Corp of Engineers is nbw dealing 
w^ the etcilon problem as good 
as anyone is able to," said Fen- 
tress. He supports the solution of 
sand replinishment for the ocean- 
front and possibly for Sand- 
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• Balanced, Planned and Controlled Slow 
Growth

bridge, if the city could prove it 
to be public beach. 

The Lake Gaston Pipeline is 
the only "proper solution" for 
the city's water problem, said 
Fentress. Nobody can determine 
when it will be completed, but he 
said progress getting it built has 
been satisfactory. Deep wells may 
be a temporarily solution, if 
needed, Fentress added. 

Fentress said there is a lot of 
community unity in Virginia 
Beach between the city, 
businesses and residential com- 
munities. "I don't see any split in 
Virginia Beach at this point," 
said Fentress. 

According to Fentress, the city 
of Virginia Beach in the past nine 
months has started to catch-up 
on its roads; and within another 
year, $100 million will be spent 
on road improvements and con- 
struction. "The year 1989 is 
going to be a peak year for our 
road projects," said Fentress. 

In regards to the crime issue, 
Fentress stated that Virginia 
Beach presently has a very low 
crime rate, and in order to main- 
tain this rate the city must main- 
tain the quality and professional 
police force the city has today. 
He is in favor of increasing the 
amount of police officers. 

Water is the most important 
issue facing the city according to 
Fentress. "We cannot further our 
growth and business development 
without an effective water 
system," he concluded. 

"The city is always looking for 
more clean, hi-tech and com- 
patible businesses which will help 
balance our tax base," said 
Hanrid Hdschober, At-Large in- 
cumbent. 

Nurturing the beach with sand 
seems to be holding the ocean- 
front well, said Heischober, a 
businessman. "Our big problem 
is Sandbridge," said Heischober, 
"we're presently working with 
the Corp of Engineers for a 
feasbile solution." 

The city should continue its 
support of the Lake Gaston 
Pipeline to solve its troublesome 
water problem, said Heischober. 
"I am convinced that the project 
will be ruled in our favor," he 
said. 

Better understanding of each 
other's role will help unify 
Virginia Beach, said Heischober. 
"We all want the same thing — a 
beautiful, cultural, crime-free, 
city with a good school system," 
said Heischober. 

According to Heischober, city 
council has taken a giant step in 
alleviating the road problems in 
Virginia Beach. "We are ac- 
celerating our road projects and 
taking a closer look at the 
p<»sibility of a light-rail system 
and the Southeastern Ex- 
pressway." 

Heischober believes that crime 
prevention is a educational and 
social process. "Our schools need 
to teach our young people 
marketing skills and encourage 
them to seek higher education so 
they can become wage earners 
and not resort to crime for a 
means of income," said 
Heischober. Beefing up Virginia 
Beach's police force in respect to 
drugs would help curtail crime 



also, he said. "Drugs is the 
largest evil that lurks in our 
city," he added. 

Heischober said that the social 

structure of the community in 

Virginia Beach is the crucial 

issue — addressing the 

homeless; addressing teen 

pregnancy; combating drugs; and 

family breakdown. "The moral 

issues are those that cannot be 

resolved by money alone," said 

Heischober. "The social issue is 

looming on the horizon as the 

greatest issue not only in our city 

but the entire nation and world." 

Gloria Jasinowsld, a registered 

nurse running for the Blackwater 

seats said that more anaU industry 

business growth is the most 

positive factor to increase our 

business tax base. 

Regarding Virginia Beach's 
erosion problem, Jasinowski said 
she did not have a clear answer or 
solution, but she knows what 
doesn't work. 

"Lake Gaston is the only long- 
term solution for the water 
problem that Virginia Beach has 
had since it became a city," said 
Jasinowski. "A short-term 
solution might be the construc- 
tion of deep wells." 

One thing that brings people 
together is civic organizations, 
said Jasinowski. She would give 
strong support to Virginia 
Beach's recreational centers and 
to the school system. 

Some ways Jasinowski would 
help alleviate th^ city's road 
problems would be to su^xnt the 
Green Line; support the prqposed 
Southeastern &q>ressway; support 
present funding of road projects; 
supp(Mt the continuation of the 
dty's planned road construction; 
atKl support improvenwnt of the 
bus service. 

Jasinowski believes the police 
department is a special profession 
that needs special consideration 
to continue to perform well in its 
fight against crime. She would 
support more resources for the 
police officers, and for schools, 
so young people can be educated 
about crime.

"Virginia Beach definitely 
needs more commercial and 
economical development in 
proportion to the residential 
growth," said Reba McClanan, 
Princess Anne Borough incum- 
bent, unopposed. 

Sand replinishment is the an- 
swer to the erosion problem if it 
can be worked out as economical 
as possible and if the city receives 
federal and state help, said Mc- 
Clanan. "The beach is our 
greatest asset, and we should 
capitalize on it." 

The city has taken action on a 
long-term goal for its water 
problem in the Lake Gaston 
project; the city must now look at 
short-term solutions and projec- 
ts, such as a small desalination 
plant, McClanan said. 

"If all coivicil members and 
citizens treated each other 
equally, there might not be a 
problem in the unification of our 
city," said McClanan about 
community unity. "We should all

make an effort to talk and really 
listen to each other." 

As far as the traffic and road 
problems of Virginia Beach, Mc- 
Clanan said council is doing as 
much as it can at this point. 
"We're spending additional 
dollars and adding additional 
manpower to get all the projects 
underway," said McClanan. She 
wishes people would use buses 
more, but said that until the ser- 
vice better benefits the citizens 
financially and time-wise, she 
doesn't see that happening. 

Some ways McClanan would 
help curtail crime in Virginia 
Beach are: supporting Neigh- 
borhood Blocks Security 
programs to promote public 
awareness and visibility with its 
crime problems; add additional 
police officers to the force to help 
reduce the response time to a 
crime; and develop better strategies 
for fighting the drug problem, 
especially through education. 

The water situation is the most 
critical issue facing the city 
. today, McClanan added. 

Delceno C. Miles, running At- 
Large, said that Virginia Beach's 
business growth should slow 
down a little bit until the city can 
property service the residents 
who are here now. More 
businesses would only increase 
the demands for more roads and 
water, she said. V.^*"" 

Concerning the erosion 
problem, Miles supports the sand 
renurturing program but feels a 
long-term solution is needed with 
the help of state and federal 
ageifcies. 

Miles said she would support 
the Lake Gaston project because 
all other options have been ex- 
plored and none were as cost ef- 
fective as the pipeline. 

"We can start unifying our city 
by having a geographical center, 
such as a downtown area," said 
Miles. "Efforts Ihould be geared 
toward marketing for Virginia 
Beach residents; encouraging 
them to take advantage of all the 
city's cultural and entertainment 
..f««;uresar»d,sprvice^"„^^, 
, Rapid tr^nsportatiQq,j5UCb as a 
light rail, would help "alleviate 
much of the traffic problems, 
said. Miles. 

"We can help curtail crime in 
our dty by making our police of- 
ficers happier with better com- 
pensltion and benefits," said 
Miles. "We need to keep the of- 
ficers we have and recruit more." 
She also said that a special effort 
must be made to combat drugs 
within the police force and city. 

Miles believes that Virginia 
Beach's water situation is the 
greatest issue of importance. 

Joho Parmele, Jr., At Large, 
retired Master Chief and current 
small business owner and instruc- 
tor at Tidewater Community 
College, said there should be 
more controlled business growth 
to broaden the tax base. 

In regards to the erosion 
problem, Parmele said the city 
should continue its efforts of 
replinishing the beaches with 
sand. As for Sandbridge, he 
believes homeowners should be 
allowed to build bulkheads at 
their own expense.

front of an audience however, 
was in eighth grade in a singing 
concert. People would com- 
pliment him on his voice, and it 
seemed the more he performed, 
the more he enjoyed it. He star- 
ted taking piano lessons briefly 
at the age of eight and then 
again at 14; but he mainly self- 
taught himself how to play. 

"I remember entertaining my 
friends at high school parties 
playing the boogie-woogie," 
said Stevens. 

When asked if he ever ex- 
perienced stage fright, Stevens 
replied, "oh yes;" but he has 
learned how to minimize it by 
positive thinking. 

"It's awful at first," said 
Stevens.

he sings at Waterside and ap- 
pears during the annual Nep- 
tune Festival; he also will be 
participating in the upcoming 
Ocean Occasions scries; and he 
conducts sing-a-longs and en- 
tertainment for many 
retirement and nursing hontes. 



Some of his credits include: 
being associated with the hit 
record. The Preacherman, with 
the Charlie Russo Band; singing 
at the World's Fair in New 
York; a radio announcer for 
New York's station, WLIR; 
appeared on the Merv Griffin 
Show; and was featured in 
various television commercials 
and in the cable soap opera, 
Another Life, broadcasted at 
CBN, according to Stevens. 

"The highlight of my career 
was when I had the opportunity 
to sing the National Anthem for 
President Reagan at the Scope 
in 1979, right before he was 
elected," said Stevens.

Stevens believes that hard 
work, determination, and a 
positive attitude while main- 
taining a sense of humor are the 
secrets to success and hap- 
piness. 

When he is not busy "tickling 

the old ivories," Stevens enjoys 
reading, and watching in- 
telligent television and going to 
the movies. He loves to listen to 
jazz and blues when he is home.

there is a perfect answer for the 
road problems; but he believes 
that slow growth and additional 
funding into the road construc- 
tion will help the city catch-up on 
its problem. 

Regarding the crime problem, 
Paremele is in favor of 
strengthing up the police force 
and trying to attract more 
auxiliary volunteers. He also 
stated that tougher sentences on 
criminals would help curtail 
cflme. 

According to Parmele, the 
most important issue is "the con- 
sequences that we are paying for 
now, as a result of uncontrolled 
growth in the past." 

"We need planned business 
growth with efficient emphasis 
on industrial development to ex- 
pand our tax base," said William 
D. Sesions, Jr., bank vice 
president. At Large. 

Concerning the erosion 
problem, Sessoms would suggest 
the city to team up with the ap- 
propriate state agency to obtain a 
permit from the federal gover- 
nment to aHow the city to dredge 
off its shore and pump the sand 
back onto the beach. This could 
be a solution for both Sandbridge 
and the oceanfront, he said. 

"We must continue to work on 
the Lake Gaston project, but in 
turn, we need to be looking to 
st^ a regional water plant with 
Norfolk, and if they don't want 
to cooperate, start our own," 
said Sessoms. "We should be 
prepared with desalination and 
conservation programs, if we 
ne^ to resort to them." 

Sessoms said that civic and 
business leaders must work 
together to make Virginia Beach 



a better place to live and to help 
unify the city. He said his 
background will bring to the 
council table "a better under- 
standing of both sides." 

In regards to the road 
problems, Sessoms is in favor of 
sticking with the Capital Im- 
provement Plan and also should 
be planning ahead. 

Addressing social issues, 
having a strong fight against 
drugs in schools and in homes, 
and the reality of citizens and 
police officers teaming up are 
solutions to crime in the city, ac- 
cording to Sessoms. 

"The most important issue is 
the same as it was when I was 
growing up in Virginia Beach — 
the water problem," he said. 

Harnett K. Thoroughgood, At 
Large, Pastor of the New 
Jerusalem Church of God and 
Christ wants more business 
growth because of the need to 
broaden the tax base as well as to 
secure the economy. 

Thoroughgood said there has 
to be additional research to deal 
with the erosion problem; and to 
find the most feasible and 
economical solution . The 
solution must be aesthetically 
pleasing and protect our beaches, 
said Thoroughgood. 

"I think the present council 
has made tremendous strives on 
the Lake Gaston project and we 
should see it through to reality," 
said Thoroughgood. He said the 
city's own water treatment plan, 
in terms of acquisition and 
development, is inevitable 
because the city can not depend 
on Norfolk forever. 

Community unity can be 
achieved through information 
and education which promotes 



citizen awareness. General in-. 
formation concerning city issues 
and events should be publicized 
by the media. He also believes 
that comprehensive zoning or- 
dinances and land-use plans are 
sensitive to protect the quality of 
life of the community. "Main- 
taining that type of posture will 
maintain good community in- 
volvement and existence in our 
city," said Thoroughgood. 

The new council should do 
everything in its power to ex- 
pedite the road construction 
projects, Thoroughgood said. He 
considers the Virginia Beach 
mini-bonds "wonderful and on 
target" to help speed up the road 
improvements and construction. 

"Making sure law enforcement 
agencies are properly paid, in or- 
der to do a better job would help 
curtail crime," said 

Thoroughgood. "Community 
awareness, promoting com- 
munity participation and a par- 
tnership with the municipality are 
all efforts that would help stamp 
out crime." 

Thoroughgood could not pin- 
point the one major city issue; he 
said that the most important issue 
is broken down into three equally 
important areas: social 
economics — the present con- 
dition of the homeless and unem- 
ployment problems; maintaining 
qutdity of education — making 
sure the city has all ammenities 
for research and higher learning 
for our own students; and plan- 
ning of growth — begin 
developing short and long-term 
plans which would "enable the 
city to be ahead of the develop- 
ment and alleviate the catch-up 
syndrome that we are saddled 
with now."

I want to give credit to these 
remarkable and strong women 
who somehow manage to hold 
their lives and (if they have 
children) families together 
against all odds. 
, I recently watched a special 
show of Good Morning 
America which was filmed in 
New York aboard the USS 
Iowa. The show focused on the 
U.S. Navy and its lifestyle. 
Many Navy wives were inter- 
viewed and asked how they 
handle the long separations that 
naturally come with being in- 
volved with the Navy. 

It was interesting to hear the 
different answers; some ladies 
said ^hat they dislike not being 
able to put down permanent 
roots and that they would not 
recommend the difficult life- 
style; others communicated that 
the support, benefits and sin- 
cere camaraderie existing in the 
Nayy is very unique and en- 
joyable. The woman's reply to 
which I could relate the most 
explained that little disasters 
would always strike during the 
time her husband was at sea. If 
it's not sickness, it's the car or 
home or problems with the 
children. 

However, all the women 
seemed to agree on one thing 
— the feeling of pride in the 
Navy and the beliefs and values 
for which their husbands stand 
and fight for. 

There are support groups and 
servcies available for Navy 
wives to take advantage of. The 
officer and enlisted wives clubs 
can bec(Mtte a^heaflthy and help^ 
ful outlet f'&r these women. 
The clubs organize special 
outings and social activities, 
besides holding their monthly 
meetings, when the ship is un- 
derway. 

In a crisis or stressful period, 
it is comforting and reassuring 
to talk to people who are ex- 
periencing the same problems. 
Navy wives have a lot in com- 
mon and they can benefit from 
that factor. Strong bonds of 
friendship are formed between 
the wives while their beloved 
husbands are out sailing the 
seven seas. 

Each day that goes by during 
a deployment symbolizes the 
clearing of another hurdle for a 

Navy wife. Soon the days add 
up to weeks, and the weeks turn 
into months of time gone by. 
As the long-awaited 
homecoming date draws near, 
the navy wife realizes that she

Dr. George Sjolund, director 
of the Virginia Beach Health 
Department, said the Itiilth 
Department will plan day and 
evening classy to acconunodate 
workers who may work different 
aihifts. 

Certification will be granted 
upon successful completion of a 
course in food protection ap- 
proved by the Health Depar- 
tment. A person will not be 
required to take the course if he 
or she has a valid certificate of 
registration from the food 
protection certification program 
of the educational testing service 
center for occupational and 
professional assessment. 

A violation of the ordinance 
will be a class I misdemeanor 
carrying a penalty of $1,000 fine 
for each day of the violation. 

Kal Kassir, president of the 
Virginia Beach Restaurant 
Association, asked that the 
penalty be reduced to $SOO«that 
the health department absorb the 
cost and that no establishment be 
exempted except for charitable 
and non-profit organizations 
which serve food for no more 
than five days.

Willie Rogers owns 1.12 acres 
of wooded property and a con- 
demned house in the Mill Dam 
target area. He works two jobs to 
support his family, lives in the 
condemned structure alone to 
remain eligible for insurance 
while his family lives in rented 
quarters elsewhere, and doesn't 
have enough money to build a 
new house. 

He could rasie the money if the 
city allowed him to resubdivide 
his property into four lots. He 
would sell off three and have the 
money to build a modest home. 

Like many of the residents in 
target areas, he is land rich and 
cash poor. 

The problem was that while the 
four lots would meet the overall 
acreage requirements of the R-8 
Residential classification of the 
property, the four lots would 
iiave to incude two flag lots 
which would not have the 
required front width. 

John Summs, attorney 
representing Rogers at no fee, 
courtesy of his law firm, said that 
four houses in the neighborhood 
of $55,000 would be constructed 
on the property. Rogers, who 
lives at 1477 Shoveller Avenue, 
would have one of them. 



Summs said that the engineer 
and the architect on the project 
also are all working for no fee. 

The city council, anxious to 
encourage the construction of af- 
fordable housing, relaxed its 
long-standing position to flag lots 
and approved the request by a 
vote of 9-2 with John D. Moss 
and Nancy Parker dissenting. 

The next applicant, who 
followed immediately, was not 
located in a target neighborhood 
and Thomas Duckett pointed out 
in an affable manner, he did not 
have the free services of an attor- 
ney. 

He and his mother Claire C. 
Duckett also requested a sub- 
division variance which includes 
one flag lot at 245 1 Potters Road. 

The Planning Commission 
which had recommended ap- 
proval of the previous petition 
recommended denial of the 
Duckett petition. 

The council appeared reluc- 
tant, however, to deny the 
variance right after it had ap- 
proved a similar variance. In- 
stead, the application was 
deferred indefinitely to give the 
staff an opportunity to work with 
the Ducketts on a way to divide 
the property into two lots without 
resorting to a variance. In the 10-

contributory benefits to deter- 
mine which benefits lend them- 
selves to deductions from the 
gross salary to arrive at the net 
taxable pay. 

Virginia Beach will be the first 
Hampton Roads city to im- 
plement Section 12S. 

Any benefits available under 
the IRS code, such as tuition 
payments, social security 
payments and day care, can be 
placed in the pre-tax category, 
lowering tax deductions and in- 
creasing net pay. 

By utilizing the Social Security 
deduction, the city and em- 
ployees would save equally on 
Social Security contributions. 

A study made by the Wyatt 
Company released March 23, 
shows that 70 percent of the city 
employees are unhappy with the 
various health plans, particularly 
with the HMO's. They feel they 
are paying too much of the cost, 
are dissatisfied with the service 
and have a problem getting in- 
formation on the benefits. 

The benefits analyst, according 
to Eagan D. Stackhouse, director 
of personnel, would make health 
and flexible benefits (such as the 
Cafeteria Plan) the highest 
priorities. 

With an analyst, the city could 
sooner implement a timely, 
flexible benefits program, he 
said. The analyst would provide 
overall coordination, planning, 
development and administration 
of benefit-related issues. 

The Wyatt report also shows a 
need for better dissemination of 
information on the health plans. 
At present no single person has 
the responsibility for answering 
employees' concerns on the 
various benefits. 

City Manager Aubrey V. Watts 
Jr. said that he was comfortable 
that there can be some savings. 
He said, however, that it will take 
approximately six months to get 
the program under way provided 
the automated personnel/payroll 
system is in place Jan. 1 .

Every year, your Virginia 
Beach professional firefighters 
run a stress test on every inch of 
fire hose in the fire station and on 
the trucks. Why do they do this 
you ask? The answer is simple, it 
is done to locate a weak section 
of fire hose and repair it or take it 
out of service. 

It is better to find this weak 
section of fire hose on the test site 
rather tjjan on the fire scene. 
UsuallV, i^h station will find out 
thatimwor four sections of fire 
hose went bad within the one year 
of the last testing. 

The firefighters at the Black- 
water fire station on Blackwater 
Road are responsible for 
repairing the fire hose. Along 
with their regular duties of 
cleaning the fire apparatus and 
drills, they patch holes in the hose 
and replace damaged couplings. 
They use a variety of machines 
to assist them; a hot patch 
machine, used for placing patch 
over the holes and a coupling 
machine, used for slipping new 
couplings onto the end of the fire 
hose. 

Master Firefighter Joey John- 
son assigned to "C" shift is the 
designated "five-inch hose" 
repair person. This position 
required special training because 
of the material used to repair it. 
The firefighters repair ap- 



proximately 5,000 feet of hose 
every year requiring a total of 75 
to 100 man hours. 

Fire hose is broken down into 
twd* categories, water supply and 
actual firefighting. Whenever a 
fire is large enough to exceed the 
500 gallons of water carried on all 
pumpers, a fire hydrant or other 
water source must be obtained. 

Virginia Beach has over 8,000 
fire hydrants and the firefighters 
hook-up their fire hoses to these 
fire hydrants with large hoses. As 
of the first part of this year, all 
pumpers in the city were equip- 
ped with large diameter hose, or 
what the firefighters call, "five 
inch hose." This five-inch wide 
hose can deliver 2,000 gallons of 
water per minute from the fire 
hydrant to the pumper. Another 
water supply hose several pum- 
pers carry is the "three-inch 
hose." This sized hose can deliver 
500 gallons of water per minute. 

Firefighting hose is obviously 
smaller so the firefighters can 
maneuver it inside a house or 
building. For the past several 
years all pumpers have been 
equipped with an "inch and three 
quarter" fire hose. This hose can 
deliver 200 gallons of water out 
the nozzle per minute, that's how 
much water is needed to knock 
down a blazing fire inside a house 
or building. 

Did you know it is unlawful to 
drive your car over the fire hose? 
Wherever you see a fire hose at a 
drill, test site or fire, you must 
not drive over it. By rolling your 
car over the hose, you can cause 
major damage to the fire pumps 
on the fire apparatus. The water 
is momentarily stopped when the 
tires pinch the hose and when it is 



released, it causes a "water 
hammer" effect when the 
pressure is restored. The water 
hammer reaches the fire pump 
and c^LUses structural damage to 
the piping, fittings and gauges. 
The fire pump costs are around 
$25,000. 

On the other end, one section 
of fire hose can cost from $100 to 
$750. If you do run over the fire 
hose, you can expect to receive a 
ticket and be responsible for 
replacing the damaged hose and 
any repairs to the fire apparatus 
pump. So please don't run over 
fire hose. 

Early fire hose was constructed 
of sewn leather and was stitched 
together and very often broke 
under pressure. But in 1803, a 
group of young men in 
Philadelphia formed a hose 
manufacturing company and 
riveted the fire hose together and 
it became a success. But in 1821, 
James Boyd obtained a patent on 
his cotton jacketed/rubber lined 
version of the fire hose. Today, 
this type of fire hose is still in use. 

The fire hose has come a long 
way and it is a vital place of 
equipment in the fire service. It's 
expensive and without it, the fires 
would rage on. Please do not roll 
over it. 

The firefighters will arrange 
traffic detours once the fire is 
under control. If you are caught 
between fire hoses, you might as 
well sit and waUh your 
professional firefighters at work 
and wait for them to move their 
fire hoses. Think fire safety and 
test your smoke detectors. The 
life they save may be yours.

beautify their city." 

As much as Campbell loves 
gardening and nature, he did not 
grow up longing to be a farmer. 

"As a young boy, my dream 
was to become a pilot," ex- 
plained Campbell. 'The role of a 
pilot during World War II had a 
somewhat romantic side of the 
war for me; I had great respect 
and admiration for the high 
caliber of people who flew 
planes."

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Water meets standards, 
city official reports

The water delivered to Virginia 
Beach water customers meets all 
state and federal standards of 
water quality, said Public 
Utilities Director Clareri^e Wm-- 
nstaff Monday. > 

Also, said Warnstaff, tests 
made by the city indicate no 
problem with lead in the drinking 
water. 

Still, a notice warning citizens 
of Chesapeake, Norfolk and 
Virginia Beach of the danger 
regarding lead in drinking water 
will appear in the daily 
newspapers three times, once in 
May, once in June and once in 
July. 

The notice is required by the 
Safe Drinking Water Act enfor- 
ced by the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, Warnstaff told city 
council at a work session Mon- 
day. He said every city is required 
to issue the notice "even though 
we are not in violation of any 
State or Federal standards on 
water quality." 



Warnstaff said that some of 
the language in the notice is man- 
dated by the EPA. The local notice 
has been coordinated with the 
cities of Chesapeake and Norfolk 
which also report no problem 
with lead in water. 

To test the water, the city has 
taken water from the tap in the 
homes of 509 customers in dif- 
ferent neighborhoods and fron*^ 
homes of different ages. 

Tests were made in the mor- 
ning and in the evening — the 
morning test to determine 
whether lead accumulated in the 
pipe overnight. Warnstaff said 
that most of the pipes are copper, 
but they may be joined by lead 
solder which was banned by the 
EPA two years ago. The tests 
showed no problem with lead. 
Warnstaff said that he could not 
say that the same results would 
come up with every single home. 

Warnstaff said that Virginia 

Beach does not use lead pipes and 

that the only lead may be in the

Oberndorf received 21,402 
votes. She earned 77 percent of 
the vote, compared with 
challenger Louis M. Pace's 15 
percent. Although J. Henry 
McCoy, Jr. withdrew from the 
mayor's race, he received 2,149 
votes. 

Oberndorf's big victory was 
the culmination of the successes 
and failures of her past 12 years 
in politics.

The city council veteran was 
surprised at the public's voting 
apathy and said that people did 
not show much interest in the 
elections. Baum said he was 
pleased by the people who did^ 
work to support and re-elect him. 

"I'm not one who enjoys cam- 
paigning," expressed Baum. "It 
puts a nervous strain on me." 

Baum said he would have ap- 
pointed a campaign manager to 
take care of all "the nuts and 
bolts of the campaign" if he had 
to run again. 

The words that best describes 
Baum's feeling of winning and 
accomplishment is pleasure and 
thankfulness. Baum, a farmer by 
occupation, said he looks for- 
ward to playing jjositive role in 
the decision making of the plight 
of Virginia Beach's agricultural 
community.

In hindsight, Baum believes 
that all council incumbents had 
an advantage with the result of 
the low voter trun-out.

A Virginia Beach schoolhouse-turned-jailhouse 
proposal might not be such a bad idea. 

Courthouse Elementary will close its doors next 
month after 56'years as a school. The reasons for 
Hydosing inchwle the <H?ening of Salem Elementary 
next fall and its limited lifespan as a useful 

building. 

One of the many proposals for the 57-year-old 
building and its annex is its conversion to a jail to 
house over 1 50 minimum-security inmates from the 
overcrowded city jail, less than a mile away. The 
City Jail presently holds 383 inmates in a building 
designed for 166, said Chief Deputy Alvin L. 
Rogers.

There are many other valid proposals for the 
future existence of the Court House Elementary 
School. A seven-man committee, consisting of 
representatives of both the city and school system, 
was formed in March to study the possible uses for 
the school. The committee will submit a report to 
city council by mid- July. 

Because of the urgent need for relief in the city 
jail, the possible conversion of Court House 
Elementary to a jailhouse should not be disregar- 
ded without careful consideration. — J.M.C.

A recent editorial in a local 
paper claimed that, "we spend 
too much time pleading for 
higher salaries for school 
teachers, not enough for deman- 
ding more money for nurses, who 
work harder." I wrote back to 
the editorial writer that I agreed 
that nurses are underpaid, as are 
all members of professions and 
trades traditionally viewed as 
wpmen's work. Teachers, nurses, 
and secretaries continue to be 
underpaid. 

I also agreed that we have 
spent "too much time pleading 
for higher salaries for school- 
teachers." The problem is that 
the pleading for higher salaries 
for school teachers, not enough 
for demanding more money for 
nurses, who work harder." I 
wrote back to the editorial writer 
that I agreed that nurses are un- 
derpaid, as are all members of 
professions and trades 
traditionally viewed as women's 
work. Teachers, nurses, and 
secretaries continu to be under- 
paid. 

I also agreed that we have 
spent "too much time pleading 
for higher salaries for school- 
teachers." The problem is that 
the pleading has not been overly 
effective in terms of making 
those salaries higher. A teacher 
with a Master's degree started 
this year in Virginia Beach at a 
salary of $22,022. With the same 
level of educational attainment, a 
computer scientist starts at 
$38,400 and an engineer starts at 
$34,700. 

Astute researchers predict that 
only an acute teacher shortage 
will force the nation to raise 
teacher salaries to the level of 
other traditionally male 
dominated professions which 
require equal educational 
preparation. Right now, localities 
are making some efforts at the 
entry level but still requiring a 
teacher to work 20 or more years 
to reach a career level salary of 
about $35,000. 

.. Many of the best and the 
brightest are still smart enough to 
figure out lifetime earnings and 
not be lured by "competitive 
starting salaries." Virginia 
Beach is trying a new idea this 
next fall by giving a big check to 
beginning teachers on their 
second day of school to help 
them get established in the com- 
munity. They won't be paid 
more, but they will be getting a 
good chunk up front. It's a good 
idea, but it won't deal with the 

real problem. 

I'm hoping that the pool of 
applicants for positions never 
gets so low that the system will be 
looking for warm bodies to fill 
classrooms. This is not hap- 
pening in Virginia Beach, but in 
some other urban areas this is 
taking place right now.

Heischobo', a former Virginia 
Beach mayor and eight-year 
coundl veteran, received more 
votes than his challengers, Bar- 
nett Thorou^tfood, John Par- 
mele, Joshua Edwards and 
Delceno Miles combined. He 
swept 60 of the city's 64 voting 
distri^. ThcM-oughgood, fi city 
planning commissioner, was a 
distant second. He received ,21 
percent of the vote to 
Hdschober's SS percent. 

Heischober said that he treats 
all his political campaigns as if he 
was the underdc^. He said he did 
not detect any additional dif- 
Hculty in accomplishing this 
year's campaign; tnit he did run 
at full speed and worked just as 
hard as in the past, but with less 
moB^. "Campaign ccmtributions 
were as iqwthetic as the electroal 
vote," said Heischober. 

The Mega Maza owno* said he 
would not have done anyting dif- 
ferently if he hiul Us campaign to 
do over a^dn because he was 
successful. 

"Satisfaction" is the word that 
best describes Hetschober's 
feeling of winning. The fact that 
the public ^ad the confldence by 
giving him another term to serve 
his dty and by winning 54 percent 
of the vote was to him very 
satisfying. 

The former New Yorker credits 
his past performance his key to 
victory. His performance is 
highlighted by taking a high road 
in deliberations and by using a 
degree of compassion and under- 
standing in the enforcement of 
the city's ordinances. 

As far as competition from 
his challengers, Heischober' said 
that from a name identification 
standpoint, Thoroughgood was 
his biggest opponent; and from 
the standpoint of quality of ex- 
pression and ability to speak, his 
greatest challenger was Delceno 
Miles. 

The only aspect of his cam- 
paign that Heischboer would 
have approved upon was his time 
scheldule. "Because of my 
previous commitments to other 
organizations, I was unable to at- 
tend a couple of political 
forums," explained Heischober. 

Money was not as important as 
it played in past campaigns, said 
HdidiobCT. "Once you served 
on coumll. your record speakes 
loud«- than the monetary con- 
tributions to support your 
m&Mge,'* Heischober explained. 



The three issues that 
Heischober will work hard to get 
council to aoKimpUsh are: to ad- 
dress the city's sodal inxia more 
rapidly, such as housing for the 
elderly and poor; to rectify as 
quickly as possible the present 
dty employe morale situation, 
resulting from the onployees' 
dissatisf(M:tion with their benefits 
and prc^rams; and to increase 
the charter auttority limitation in 
order to i^dorate fiuuiing for 
the dty's schods, roads, fire and 
poUfx departments, etc. 

Heischober will be 72 when his 
term expires. He said he'll have 
to wait until the time conies to 
dedde whether he will seek re- 
election. 

The only newcommer elected 
to dty coundll was WUllam D. 
Scssoms, vice president of Cen- 
tral fidelity Bank. Sessoms. 34, 
won the two-year, at-large seat 
with 13,244 votes. 

"Fun" is the word tiiat best 
describes Sessoms past campaign; 
although he admits that is was 
harder than he thought it would 
be. 

Sessoms said that he would not 
do anything differently if he had 
to run his campaign over again. 
"My associates, friends and 
myself established a game plan 
for winning in November of '87 
from which we never deviated," 
said Sessoms. 

The word that Sessoms uses to 
describe his feeling of winning 
and accomplishments is "ex- 
dtement." He greatly looks for- 
ward to serving on city coundl. 

The young businessman credits 
his victory to the type of cam- 
paign he ran-very positive and 
professional. 

The Virginia Beach nriive said 
that his challengers. Georgette 
Constant-Davis and Sheldon 
Corner both ran fiiw camiMOgns. 

The newly elected coundlman 
said he was happy with all aspects 
of his campaign. He said his 
public speaking skills will im- 
prove with wtperience. 

"One has to establish a plan 
first and then see what the cost 
will be to execute that desired 
plan of action," said Sessoms, in 
response to the question referring 
to the importance of money to a 

campaign. "Money is d^nitely 
needed to carry out tne necxssary 

advmising costs." 

Sessoms spent more than any 
of the 15 candidates. He outspent 
his two opponents 3 to 1. 
Sessoms said that money is im- 
portant to a political campaign, 
but it's more important how you 
the funds are utilized. "We ran a 
$70,000 campaign on $35,000," 
Sessoms said. "That's because 
vra did a lot of things ourselves."

At the tail end of the long 
council meeting which started the 
evening before, Virginia Beach 
Borough Councilman Robert 
Fentress led the council in 
generally unanimous actions to 
..^ad the encroachments and to 
deny new encroachments. 

Robert H. Bennett, attorney 
for the Upper Deck restaurant at 
206 16th Street, maintained that 
the corner was unique. The Up- 
per £)eck, he said, is the only 
restaurant on Atlantic Avenue 
that is located on the second 
story. Except for two en- 
croaching signs, one on Atlantic 
and one on 16th Street, no one 
will know the restaurant is here, 
he said. The restaurant has 
agreed to remove another en- 
coraching sign on the back of the 
building. The awning encroaches 
six feet — the standard en- 
corachment is three feet. 

Council voted 7-1 to have 
the signs come down immediately 
but to allow the awning to remain 
until after the season, November 
1. The restaurant will be permit- 
ted one sign flush with the 
building.

Grocery shopping 
turns into 
nightmare 

The recent killing of Kempsville resident Roxan- 
ne Frickc at a Farm Fresh parking lot is very sad 
and very frightening. 

The 31 -year-old housewife and mother of a 13- 
month-old baby drove to the grocery store shortly 
after 8 p.m. to pick up some last minute food items 
her family needed for the weekend; just like many 
other people do on a Friday evening. But, Roxanne 
Fricke never made it back home to her family. The 
everyday occurance of grocery shopping turned in- 
to a nightmare. 

When a tragic murder strikes in a surburban 
neighborhood, that sees very little serious crime, it 
stuns people and makes them ask the same question 
over and over— WHY? 

The murder of Roxanne Fricke makes no sense. 
There is no suspect or known cause for her killing. 
All the Virginia Beach Police Department knows is 
that a man walked up to her as she entered her car 
and witnesses heard a short agrument between 
them. Then came the sound of two fatal shots. 

The Oceana Friends of the Fricke Family, which 
is composed of military families (Michael Fricke is 
a supply officer aboard the carrier Roosevelt) and 
Farm Fresh supermarkets are offering rewards 
totaling $3,500 to solve the shocking and 
mysterious murder.. The Virginia Beach Crime 
Solvers, which is operated by the police depar- 
tment, is offering a reward of $1,000 for infor- 
mation leading to an arrest. Anyone with infor- 
mation about the murder is urged to call police 
detectives at 427-4101 or Crime Solvers at 427- 
0000. 

The conviction of Roxanne Fricke's murderer 
can provide some justice and possible some an- 
swers to this senseless and tragic slaying. — J.C. 



AIDS policy 
was needed 

The Virginia Beach School Board recently ap- 
proved an AIDS policy with a 10 to one vote at its 
monthly meeting. 

Under the adopted policy, AIDS-infectcd 
students and employees are considered harmless 
and can remain in school until they exhibit sym- 
ptoms or behavior to indicate otherwise. AIDS 
patients will be removed from the classroom when 
they pose a risk to others and their condition is 
documented in writing. 

The policy also gave the school board ultimate 
authority to decide whether AIDS students and 
teachers should remain in the classroom. A special 
counsel consisting of physicians and representatives 
of the Dsp^tment of Health will advise the board 
on individual AIDS cases if they should arise. 

Virginia Beach has been very lucky and fortunate 
to have no reported cases of AIDS in the school 
system. But one wonders how long can a school 
division with nearly 70,000 students and teachers 
can avoid this wide-spreading dreaded and deadly 
disease. 

At least now the city is prepared to deal with an 
AIDS case with the policy as a guideline to respect 
the rights and well-being of all involved. —J.C.

Rescuing a nation

While discussing the flfth an- 
niversary of the A Nation at Risk 
report, I said that if America is to 
compete economically with other 
nations, we must restructure 
education on profound, rather 
than superficial, ways, I also said 
that the previous five years have 
produced little leadership from 
the Reagan administration in 
financing American education. 

At a recent NEA-sponsored 
conference in Washington D.C., 
nationally renowned Harvard 
economist Robert B. Reich 
tackled this critically important 
issue of restructuring education. 
Reich began by pointing to two 
missed opportunities in recent 
American history. 

First, as the high-tech infor- 
mation age rose from the ashes of 
the industrial age, public 
policymakers took little note. 
Our schools continued to prepare 
students for jobs that demanded 
conformity rather than creativity. 
Assemblyline schools designed to 
prepare students for assemblyline 
jobs remained the norm. 

Second, policymakers hid 
from the challenges posed by the 
emerging global economy. 
Schools met this new economic 
reality with old educational 
habits, and/ America remained 
wedded to ja two-tiered system 
that sharplyldivided the educated 
elite from semi-educated, semi- 
literate workers. As a result, 
America now shares the market- 
place it once owned. 

Our schools became 
anachronisms. Our curricula 
became obsolete. Our workers 
became unprepared for the 
changing economic environ- 
ment. America became a nation 
at risk. 

Reich insists that today's 
challenge is "to provide our 
children not with more 
education, but rather with a dif- 
ferent kind of education." An 
education that introduces them to 
hightech creativity. An education 



that stresses experimentation, not 
only repetition and drill. 

Reich notes that the engine of 
American productivity is no 
longer fueled by an elite corps of 
managerial wizards. The new 
engine is collaboration- 
collaboration among workers at 
all levels. 

That kind of collaboration 
demands schools that place less 
emphasis on competition, more 
emphasis on cooperation. We in 
NEA are working hard to build 



this cooperation. In over 100 
school buildings around the 
country, NEA experimental 
programs are empowering 
teachers, helping faculties make 
decisions at the school site. 

Professor Reich understands 
that resculing a nation at risk 
demands turning the educational 
status quo upside down. 
Cosmetic changes in education 
will produce cosmetic results. A 
nation at risk will be saved only 
by a nation of risktakers. 



Fire captains give orders

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There are 16 fire pumpers 
located throughout the city of 
Virginia Beach with at least three 
city professional firefighters on 
each one. 

These city fire fighters are 
given orders of what to do when 
they arrive on the scene of a fire. 
The fire captain gives those or- 
ders as he sees fit as to what is 
needed to be accomplished first. 
The fire captain rides in the front 
right side of the pumpers. He 
calls the shots in those first few 
minutes until a battalion chief 
arrives and takes over and 
resumes giving the orders. 

A fire captain is in charge of 
the fire station between alarms. 
He assigns the work that must be 
completed during the shift. He 
must also do a tremendous 
amount of paperwork, which he 
delegates a tremendous amount 
of to the fire fighters to complete. 

To become a fire captain, the 
fire fighter must be a member of 
the Virginia Beach Fire Depar- 
tment for at least four years. In 
the spring of each year, a written 



test is conducted and all eligible 
/ire fighters study and take the 
test. After the test is graded, a list 
is compiled with the fire fi^ten' 
schooling and seniority included 
with the final grade. Then the top 
IS to 20 names go to the second 
phase of the promotional 
procedure. 

Phase two is situations, letter 
known as an "assessment cen- 
ter ". Different routine problems 
are discussed among fire fighters 
in a group setting. 

After both phases are com- 
pleted, a final list is compiled and 
the new captains are promoted in 
order from top to bottom. The 
promoted captain then receives a 
10 percent raise. 

You can always tell the fire of- 
ficers on the fire scene by the 
ones wearing the white helmets. 
Fire fighters wear yellow helmets. 

Your professional fire fighters 
just completed this written test 
last week. Results of the test will 
be completed by late summer. 

Fire captains are needed on the 
fire scene to direct the fire 
fighters to keep things organized 
so duplication of work does not 
hamper the overall operation. 

Your fire captains and your 
fire fighters need your support.

financial support; the land site 
and the design for the 
Memorial." 

The 6.500 square foot site of 
land and seed money was 
dedicated by the City of Virginia 
Beach.

allowing an awning extending 
three feet from the building and 
permitted to keep a sign flush 
with the building if reduced in 
one-and-a-half feet at either end. 
The vote was unanimous. 
Because he has a 75-foot frontage 
on Atlantic. Kotarides will be 
allowed two signs, one on facade 
and one on the awning. He 
already has removed a sign from 
the back of the property and a 
large mural depicting a surfer 
carrying a pizza. 

Jerry, Chaplain, of the Kona 
Kai East Hotel, said that he did 
not understand all the "nit- 
picking." His encoraching sign, 
he said, was all withiii^hi^Droper- 
ty line except for the top^hjdi 
extends almost three feet over the 
city's right-of-way. He offered to 
cut off the part of the sign that 
was encroaching, he said 
although it was part of the hotel's 
logo. His property has a frontage 
of 180 feet, but has the least 
number of signs, he claimed. 

"The sign has to come down," 
said Fentress. 

"You're taking my property." 
said Chaplain. 

Fentress advised Chaplain to 
work with the staff. He was not 
permitted to knock off part of 
the sign, because that would be 
altering a non-conforming sign 
which is not permitted. 

Many similar signs have been 
(taken down, said Robert Loher, 
director of Permits and Inspec- 
tions, and they could have done 
the same thing. The vote was 6-2 
with Councilmen John D. Moss 
and John Ly Perry dissenting. 

Charles R. Hull was the ap- 
plicant in five of the encorach- 
ment requests. According to his 
attorney Andrew S. Fine, Hull 
recently purchased the properties 
and plans to upgrade the 
buildings. Hull was permitted to 
keep the existing awning at the 
Sun Dial at 1908 Atlantic Avenue 
provided he matches the colors of 
the awning with the colors of the 
valence. 

He was allowed to keep the 
existing awning at the Cape 
Henry Club at 203 19th Street 
because, said Fentress, this is a 
large building and without the 
encroachment it would look even 
worse than it does now. 

But what about the women's 
manikin in a store with a red light 
above? Nobody had an answer to 
that problem. 

Hull also was allowed to keep 
the existing awnings at Souvenir 
City at 2508 Atlantic Avenue un- 
til Nov. 1, 1988. but after that 
they will have to come down. 

The building canopy at Beach 
Bodies at 1904-B Atlantic 
Avenue, which encoraches four 
feet, breaks up the blank wall ef- 
fect, said Fine of the four-story 



building. The canopy was 
allowed to remain until Nov. 1, 
1988 but after that, that will 
come down, also. 

Hull also was permitted to 
keep the marquee at the Beach 
Theater, at 2500 Atlantic 
Avenue, which is an integral part 
of the building, but all five spaces 
have to be repaired and all the 
signage on the marquee is not to 
exceed the sign allowances for a 
building of that size. The Resort 
Area Review Committee which 
had previously considered all the 
encorachment requests, had 
recommendced that all signage be 
removed from the marquee. The 
marquee was built for signs, said 
Fine. To have a silent marquee is 
inconceivable! 

Actions on all of the ^uU ap- 
plciations were unanimous.

"Gone Fishing" at La!«e Qaston 



Hang that "Gone Fishing" 
sign on your office 6cxx and head 
out to Lake Gasum for some of 
the best fishing opportunities 
offered to anglers in the state of 
Virginia. 

According to Brunswick 
County Game Warden Jay Estes, 
Lake Gaston is ranked either 
third or foimh in the state (or the 
number of citation fish taken 
from it yeariy. 

"Lake Gaston offers the main 
specks that peo{de go after. Ex- 
cellent fbhing availaUe tixn" 
Estes sud. 

While fishing Lake Gaston, 
the angler can go for striped 
bass, s(W)e weighing as much as 
30 to 40 pounds. A smaller, 
stocki^ hybrid vwncty of white 
and sirred l>ass is also found in 
Lsdce Gaston. 

For many years, this lake held 
the st^e record largemouth bass 
wtuoh weighed in at 14 pounds 
two ounces, Estes said. He noted 
that in recent years. Lake Con- 
nor in Halifax County has been 



taken the state records with a 
Florida subspecies of bass which 
grows larger. 

Also found in Lake Gaston are 
walleys weighing between five 
and seven pounds. Some caught 
there are as much as eight 
pounds in weight, Estes said. 

CHher species of fish found in 
Lake Gaston include white bass, 
perch, crappie, bream, carp and 

gar. 

Estes said he believes the state 
reccMxl crappie was caught in 
Lake Gaston and weighed more 
thai foui'^pounds. 

Lake G^stmi is also stocked 
with shad >o feed the striped 
bass, he said. Shad can be caught 
using a throw or dip net and used 
for bait in catching stripers. 
Estes reminds anglers that a li- 
cense is required for use of a dip 
net 

Chain pickerel and catfish are 
also abuadant in Lake Gaston. 

Access to Lake Gaston by 
public boat ramp is available on 
Route 626 near Gasburg, on 



Route 903 near Poplar Creek in 
North Carolina and at Route 1 in 
Mecklenburg County, Virginia. 
There are also many other access 
points available in North Car- 
olina. 

In order to fish in Lake Gas- 
ton, a state license is necessary. 
Either a license from the state of 
Virginia or the state of North 
Carolina is honored anywhere on 
Lake Gaston. 

The cost of a Virginia state 
fishing license is $7.50 per year 
and $15 per year for non-resi- 
dents for these ages 16^10 65. 

Estes reminds potential an- 
glers that a $3 county fishing 
license does not suffice as a 
permit to fish Lake Gaston. 

Anyone planning to Uy their 
luck at Lake Ga^on should fa- 
miliarize themselves with Vir- 
ginia laws and limits. Copies of 
the state regulations are availatok 
where fishing licenses are sold.

streams. So much so. in fact, 
tfiat die City of Virginia Beach, 
with stale ud locd fimdmg. has 
plans to pomp some of the 
hdoe's water to didr own diir^ 
dtizens more dim 130 miles 



away. 

According to die Lake Gaston 
Chamber of Cbminerce. die ua- 
ond. untreated quality (tf die 
lake's wafer (rated A-2. widi A-1 
hd^ die federal government's 
Ughest drinking wtter rating) is 
to numy waio' somces 
Vifginia as North Car- 
olina where die Lake borders. 

The lake's clean water can be 
directly attributed to die careful 
pianniqg of devekipos who buflt 
the Gaston Dam in die early

centrally located to bodi Raleigh 
and Richmond, which draws 
many ol the lake's waterfront 
investors. "It's really the best 
investment there is." she said. 
"Nothing q)preciaies like lake- 
front pn^wrty. "The Stock Mar- 
ket can fall, but land always ap- 
preciates." 

Although most investors are 
older peq)le. Lake Gaslon real- 
tors say they are seeing younger 
and younger couples investing 

the young people out, sai£ 
Ogilvie of die higher lake prices. 
"We have more and more cases 
where two couples go in to- 
gether to buy a house and then 
^lit the time." 

OgUvie said thitt many young 
people are also using mobile 
homes as an alternative to buy- 
ing, expensive homes. Instead 
they buy lots, mostly non- 
waterfront and put a mobile 
home on the lot 

Although it can be expense, 
Story maintains that for invest- 



ment purposes alone, waterfront 
property is a sound investment 
fw young and old alike.

That's what locals call the ef- 
fect the clean water and natural 
beauty have on first-time visi- 
tors.

"It's just the overall laid-back 
atm<^here down here that rubs 
off on people." he said. 

"Peq>le here arc real friendly 
and it's a place where neighbors 
care abq|it one another and each 
odiw's property. That's refresh- 
ing particulffly today." 

SUMy said that die lake's clean 



reputation is policed by neigh- 
bors as well as North Carolina 
Power officials alike. "People 
down here take a lot of pride in 
the lake." he said. "Everyone 
wants die lake to stay as nice as 
it is for evnyone else" 

One of (he Udce's major draws 
is the fact that because it is a 
private facility . no abimdanoe of 
commercialization has taken 
over and spoiled die natural 
beauty oi the environment.
